The Commissioners should be sub- 
J«*ct to be recalled or retired from of¬ 
fice by the majority of the votes of 
the cltisens of a municipality In the 
following manner: One-fourth of the 
property owners on tbs assessment 
roll for the previous year to be entitled 
to lodge s petition with the provincial 
secretary requesting that a vote of the 
cltisens be taken to determine whether 
any one or more of the commissioners, 
naming them, should lie retained in 
office. Within ten day* of the receipt' 
of the petition the provincial secretary | 
should Issue a proclamation calling on 
"the electors to vote on the question at 1 
a date not earlier than sixty days 
from the date ot the proclamation. 
Every householder and license holder 
as at present defined by the municipal 
clauses and municipal election act, 
should be entitled to register hi* or 
her vote, the same as at present, with¬ 
in thirty days of the date of the proc¬ 
lamation. 

All property owner* on th* assess- 
ment roll, and other persons who have 
so registered their votes, should be al¬ 
lowed to vote on the question. If the I 
majority vote be adverse to any com¬ 
missioner he shall forthwith be re- j 
moved from office by the Lleutenant- 
Ooveraor-In-Council and another ap¬ 
pointed. If the majority of votes be 
favorable to the commissioner, then no 
other election for the removal of a 
commissioner shall be held within a 
period of one year from the date of 
ttSat election.
